The 
accident occurred while a wrecking 
crew was Iryinj? to remove ice from 
the flooded track of the.While Moun- 
tain division of the Boston & "Maine 
railroad in the meadows a mile above 
this town. 
Foreman Killed 


Henry I... Whilcher, the foreman of 


the crew, was one of those killed. The 
names of the other, three, who were 
foreigners, are not known. The bod- 
ies were swirled under the heavy ice 
floes and swept out of- 
sight 
down 


stream. 


So sudden was the rush of water 


that'none of the 25 men In the wreck- 
Ing^crew had any chance to avoid the 
'lorrcnt. Nearly nil of them lost their 
footing. Some near an

managed to scramble to points of

ground that the trial court whk-h sen- 
tenced Leo M. Frank to die for the 
.murder of Mary Phagan in Atlanta had 
lost-.its-jurisdiction over the prisoner 
because of mob violence tolerated dur- 
1ns the trial and the consequent ab- 
sence of tbe prisoner from court when 
the verdict was rendered, attorneys 
for Frank yesterday argued before the 
supreme court that their client should 
be freed from custody. 


Louis Marshall of New York began 


the opening argument and will con- 
tinue it today, when the representa- 
tives of Georgia will he heard also. 
The court is considering an appeal 
from the refusal of the federal dis- 
trict court of Georgia to interfere in 
the case. 


Mr. Marshall's statement that Judge 


Roan of the 
trial 
court "coerced'' 


Frank into being absent when the ver- 
dict was rendered was questioned by 
Chief Justice White. The attorney in- 
sisted/ however, that the suggestion 
by the judge that Frank's life anil 
Hmb and those of his counsel might 
be in danger," if they attended, amount" 
ed" to coercion, lie argued that thi 
right of the accused to be present 
could not be denied. 


"We have held that a court may 


abolish a trial by jury, nnd J do nol 
see why a state may not abolish one 
of the incidents to a jury trial," in- 
terrupted Justice Pitney. "The decision 
j ou cite refers to federal cases."- 


Mr. Marshall replied that it was a 


question of due process of law. and 
v?hil6 the fifth amendment to tbe con- 
stitution guaranteed' due process in 
.federal cases, tbe 
guaranty of diii 


'process in state 
cases 
in the 14th 


amendment was the same. in effect, 
Justice Holmea Impressed 


"When .the point of mob violence was 


taken up Justice Holmes remarked: 
1 am free to confess that point is 
one that' impresses me-very much." 


"This court lias said that there must 


be a trial before a competent tribunal," 
began Sir. 
Marshall. 
"A. competent 


tribunal is one that holds the scales 
of justice 
impartially, 
that is not 


swayed by fear or favor. 


"Here the trial was marked by prej- 


udice and hostility. 
There were jeers 


at counsel for Frank, permitted when 


•^the'y lost a point. The crowd almost 


trespassed upon the jury box, banging 
over tbe jury box and their whispers 
were 
heard 
throughout tbe 
court- 


room, 


"Applause greeted the solicitor gen- 


eral when he appeared at the seat of 
justice, and then the judge held a. con- 
ference 
in tbe presence of the jurv 


with' the chief of police and a com- 
manding officer of the state militia. 


"That was 
a 
demonstration that 


probably has no parallel in the history 
of trials. 


"Finally the court asked counsel lo 


meet1 him in private conference and 
then upon the insistence of tbe court 
that the prisoner might be torn from 
the sanctuary of the court and lynched 
by a mob if he was present when tho 
verdict was returned, counsel 
con- 


Btnted to his being absent. 


"The jury was-left to return its ver- 


dict to the prosecuting officer and the 
mob. 
They knew what that meant." 


Justice Pitney inquired if the stale 


supremo court had not passed upon 
all these facts, 
whereupon 
Justice 


Holmes asked If Mir. Marshall did nol 
mean that if these were the facts it 
did not matter if 20 courts had passed 
upon them. The attorney signified his 
acquiescence.

tural college. In a report on Colored 
rural schools received by the Unite 
States Bureau of Education. 


Prof. Sargent, who investigated th 


smaller country-school districts in Co! 
orado (there arc 1.725 such districl 
with ICES than 350 children of schoc

•'While city children enjoy the bcs 


that money can buy, country children 
must be content v.-ith the.ragged edge 
of our public-school system," assert 
C. G. Sargent, of the Colorado Agrtcul 
tural college, in a report on Colorad 
rural schools received by the Unitec 
States Bureau of Education. 


Prof. Sargent, -who Investigated th 


smaller country-school districts In.Col 
oVarlo (there are 1,725 such district 
with less than 350 children of schoo 
age), is led to the conclusion that "the 
district system has something funda- 
mentally wrong about It." 


One county was I'ound that had 107 


independent districts, consisting of 321 
Directors, with supervision over 7,522 
children, a director for every 20 chil- 
dren. One district did not for seven 
years report a child, yet "kept its in- 
dependent 
organization, 
elected _, its 


school hoard ench year, levied no taxes 
and spent no money for education." In 
one county \vere found a three and a 
two teacher school just one mile apart 
on a level roart "with the only Im- 
passable harrier between them." Mr. 
Sargent declares, "an imaginary line 
forming district boundaries. Further- 
more, Uie teachers passed each other 
twice a day In going to and from their 
schools."

"So It behooves us to discard our 


furs with the first warm days and to 
put them away- Immediately. If they 
are to go Into cold storage, where, It 
Is said, their natural oils are not dried 
out ae they are In a warm temperature, 
they will go before they have had a 
chanca to be affected by the warmth. 
If they are to go into the attic, they 
will go before the moths have got af- 
ter them. 
' "While the furs are In dally use and 
tho weather is cold the moths will do 
no harm. But as soon as the furs are 
discarded because of warm weather 
the war against the moth must be- 
gin. 


'Moths detest light and air. 
They 


love warm, dark closets and drawers. 
So if for some reason you cannot put 
your furs away immediately hanff them 
in a cool room where there Is a circu- 
lation of air and has as much light and 
sunshine as possible. 
Don't let sun- 


shine fall directly on the fur, for some 
furriers say 
that 
the 
sunshine of 


spring fades and discolors fur. 


"If there are signs of moth eggs— 


the eggs are white 
and 
quite 
bl£ 


enough to see—shake the fur out of 
doors. The best thing to do next is 
to take it to a reliable furrier and 
pay him for caring for It.

"Furs should not be brushed. The 


bristles are likely to pull out the hairs.

After everything is said and done tha 
fact remains that the only aure way 
to keep moths from harming: fur is to 
keep them from ever gettlnar near it. 
"Xo fur should be put away until It 


has been thoroughly cleaned. Some- 
times hanging It In the air, in tho 
shade out of door's, -where the 
wind 


can blow the hatrfl apart, will ^remove 
all the dirt that has collected on It. 


'Sometimes tho fur seems to be 


somewhat oily and tho hairs appear 
to have lost some of their normal fluf- 
finess. 
Tn such cases, the fur should 


he sprinkled with powdered starch, and 
left, covered In a box or bag, for 21 
hours.

of brute force. 
F£e furthermore said 


that as the allies are fighting for 
American Ideals, this country should 
enter the conflict. If necessary, rather 
than allow the Germans to conquer. 


Source of War 


At the commencement of his lecture 


Mr. Cram declared that it is now futile 
to try and decide who actually started 
the present wnr. The conflict has de- 
veloped so that his has become a mi- 
nor consieratdion and now practically 
the whole world sees a war between 
two principles, the settlement of which 
will mark either the end of the world 
or the end of an 
era.

brought on fundamentally by the spir-
